12  Sir  Adolphas  John  Dalrymple  served  as  Aide^de-Camp  to  Sir  James  Craig  in  the  Bastem 
District,  Malta,  Naples,  and  SioUy,  from  Joly  1803  to  May  1806,  and  aa  MiStary  Seeretary 
to  Sir  Hew  Dalrymple  in  Portugal  inl808. 

IS  lieat-General  Wright's  services :^Engaged  in  most  of  Lord  Nelson's  attaeka  on  Beta 
and  Cadix  in  1 797  s  battle  of  the  Nile;  oampa^  of  Naples  in  1799 ;  snnraoder  of  Ovo  and  Novo, 
Fort  St.  Ehno,  Capua,  and  Ooata;  catting  ont  of  the  Guiep  at  Vigo ;  ^pt  hi  1801 1  and  battk 
of  Algiers  in  1816.    Has  the  Gold  Medal  for  Esypt  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  four  dans. 

14  Sir  Doncan  McGregor  was  actively  employed  in  Sicily  and  Italy  in  1806,  innlnjing  the 


skirmishes  at  St  Eaphemie,  battle  of  Maida,  attack  on  Scylla  Castle,  and  oaptnre  of  Catrone. 
Campaign  of  1807  in  BS7Pt>  inolodhag  the  attacks  in  the  Desert,  and  siege  of  Boaettn.  Cam- 
paign in  Holland  in  1809»  in<dading  the  attacks  and  captures  of  Ter  Vere  and  Plnahine.  Cam- 
piugns  in  the  Peninsula  daring  part  of  1813  and  14.  Capture  of  Corsica  in  luy  1814. 
Wounded  through  the  risht  shoulder  by  a  musket-shot  at  Maida,  for  which  battle  he  bu 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

15  Lord  Hotham  served  in  Uie  Peninsula  with  the  Coldstream  Guards  from  April  1813  to 
Feb.  1814,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  absence  in  consequence  of  a  wound  reoeived  at  the 
battle  of  Salamanca.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  18 1 5,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

16  Sir  Wm.  Robert  Clajton  accompanied  his  regiment,  the  B^oyal  Horse  Guarda,  to  the 
Peninsula  in  Oct  1812,  and  commanded  a  squadren  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyraneea,  and 
at  the  period  when  Marshal  Soult  attempted  to  relieve  Pampeluna.  In  1815  again  aooompanicd 
his  regiment  to  the  Netherlands,  and  was  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras,  Genappe,  and  Waterloa 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Vittoria. 

17  Lieut  General  John  Dnimmond  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Coldstream  Onardi 
from  January  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Yittona, 
the  crossing  of  the  Bidassoa,  capture  of  St  Jtan  de  Lux,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive,  tiie 
investment  of  Baynnne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  thrte 
Clasps  i  served  also  with  the  army  of  occupation  in  France. 

18  UentGeneral  Buckley  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Grenadier  Guards,  from  March 
1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  of  the  Nivelle 
and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Served  also  Uie  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  taking  ef  Peronne.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
two  Clasps  for  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

19  Sir  John  Bowland  Eustace  served  in  Upper  Canada  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  1614, 
in  command  of  a  troop  of  the  19th  Light  Dragoons  attached  to  the  division  of  the  army  under 
the  immediate  command  of  General  Sir  Gordon  Drummond,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battle 
of  Landy*8  Lane  near  the  Falls  of  Niagara  on  the  23d  of  July  1814,  and  commanded  theiHiole  of 
the  cavalry  outposts  and  piquets  daring  the  siege,  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Fort  Erie, 
and  had  the  honour  to  be  personally  mentioned  m  the  general  orders  of  1814  upon  three  diffpreot 
oocaaions.  Accompanied  the  lit  battalion  of  the  Grenadier  Guards  to  Lower  Canada  in  1838, 
and  was  present  with  his  regiment  in  the  advance  upon  Napisrville,  and  in  the  anbaeqaent  pur- 
suit of  the  insurgents. 

20  Sir  Edward  Cust  joined  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army  prior  to  the  advance  fipom  Por- 
tugal in  1811,  and  contmued  with  it  up  to  Uie  cantonments  on  the  Adour  in  1813,  having  been 
present  with  the  14th  Lixht  Dragoons  at  the  battles  of  Faentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Yitloria, 
the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  ana  Nive,  investment  of  Cindad  Rodrigo^  siege  of  Bad^oi,  and  generally 
In  all  the  aflkira  of  that  period,  until  he  quitted  the  Duke's  army  on  promotion.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

81  Msjor-General  Daly  served  with  the  S4th  on  the  expedition  to  Egypt  in  1801.  la  April 
1805  he  embarked  with  the  66th  Begt  for  Bombay,  and  he  commanded  four  companies  of  the  Snd 
battalion  employed  in  1809,  with  a  division  in  the  Aehl  under  Colonel  Walker,  at  the  aCorasing 
of  Mallia,  and  at  the  reduction  of  other  Forts  in  the  Eattiwar  District 

88  Loid  Howden  served  aa  Aide-de-camp  to  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Wellington  during  the 
years  1817  and  18,  to  the  doae  of  the  oocupatien  in  France.  Employed  by  Government  on  a 
special  ndssion,  and  was  present  at  the  bsitle  of  Navarin  in  1827  (woonded,  and  mentioned  in 
G>mmander»in-chiers  despatch);  siege  of  Antwerp  in  1832  (wounded))  campaign  in  Snain,  in 
Navarre  and  Basque  Provmces,  in  1834.  Is  a  Kmght  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Becood  Class  of 
St  Anne  of  EnssU,  Kn^ht  of  Charles  the  Third  of  Spain,  Third  Class  of  Leopold  of  Belgium , 
and  Commander  of  the  Saviour  of  Greece. 

23  LleutOeneral  Douglas  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Danish  and  Swedish  West  India 
Islands  in  1801.  On  the  expedition  to  the  north  of  Germany  in  1805  and  6.  Peninsular  cam- 
paigns  from  Feb.  1812  to  March  1814,  induding  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the 
Pyrenees  f27th  to  Slst  July)  ;  siege  of  San  Sebastian  from  24th  Aug.  to  the  8th  Sept,  and 
battle  of  Nivelle.  He  has  the  Gold  Cross  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle^ 
havins  commanded  a  field  battery;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  St  Sebastian. 

25  Mijor- General  Broke  accompanied  the  52nd  on  tfio  expedition  to  Copenhagen  in  1807}  and 
the  following  year  (» tbat  to  Portogal,  and  waa  praient  at  tbe  battle  of  yiQiera»lha  adnace  into 
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adnusce  on  Salamanca,  affairs  of  SL  CbristoTal  and  Bacda,  battle  of  Silamanca,  adraooo  to  and 
retreat  from  Madrid,  advance  from  Portagal,  battles  of  Vittoria,  IhA  Ni?elle,  and  tbe  ICiye.  In 
1814  embarked  with  the  Boyal  Fiuiliera  to  join  the  force  before  New  Orleans,  and  present  at  the 
assanlL  Joined  the  army  at  Paris',  and  remained  until  its  withdrawal,  fie  has  receiTsd  the  War 
Medal  with  fonr  Clasps. 

34  Major-General  John  Beed  serred  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809;  and  in  the  Peninsola 
from  Jane  1811  to  March  1814,  ineloding  the  actions  at,  and  heights  above,  Moresco,  battle  of 
Salamanca,  captnre  of  Madrid  and  the  Betiro,  action  at  Olmas,  and  battle  of  Vittoria,  where 
he  was  seyerely  wounded  in  the  right  shoulder.    He  has  tbe  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

35  Major*  General  Burke  serred  in  Jamaica  and  St.  Domingo  in  1796  and  97;  in  Holland  in 
1809.  Volunteered  at  the  taking  of  the  Island  of  Sohouwen.  Served  in  the  PtfUiniula  in  1810- 
11-12,  with  the  (>th  Division  of  the  Army;  was  present  at  the  batUe  of  Fuentes  d*Onor;  was 
alightly  wounded  at  the  affair  of  Barba  del  Puerco,  in  intercepting  the  retreat  of  the  French  gar^ 
titon  of  Almeida;  volunteered  the  Forlorn  Hope  of  Sir  James  Leith*s  Division  at  the  taking  of 
Badajoz,  where  he  received  several  severe  wounds  which  have  rendered  him  incapable  of  follow- 
ing his  profession.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Badajos. 

36  Major-General  Thwaites  was  actively  employed  from  1795  to  1817  He  served  in  the 
expedition  to  the  coast  of  Holland  in  1796;  in  the  East  Indies  from  1799;  then  on  marine 
duty  on  board  H.  M  S.  Xa  Forte,  till  wrecked  in  the  Bed  Sea.  The  campaign  of  1801  in 
Egypt,  having  volunteered,  crossing  the  Desert  of  Sues  with  Colonel  Lloyas  Detachment, 
wiui  which  he  joined  tbe  Grand  Vizier*s  Army  on  the  advance  to  and  surrender  of  Cairo.  He 
served  in  the  Peninsula  as  Captain  of  Lf^ht  Infantry,  48th  Begiment,  from  1811  to  1813,  includ- 
ing the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz  in  1812,  the  battle  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  advance 
to  and  occupation  of  Madrid,  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees  ( wounded  in  command  uf 
the  Light  Companies  of  the  Brigade),  besides  minor  affairs.  He  has  received  the  Sultans' 
Gold  Medal  of  the  Order  of  the  Crescent,  and  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

38  Lord  Cardigan  commanded  the  Light  Cavalry  Brigade  throughout  the  Eastern  Cam  - 
paign  of  1854,  including  the  battles  of  the  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkermao,  and  siege  of 
Bebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  KCB.,  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  2nd  Claas  of 
ihe  Medjidie). 

39  Major^General  Coles  sdtved  in  Sonth  America  with  the  14th  in  1807,  including  the 
operations  previous  to,  and  storming  of,  Monte  Video.  Served  afterwards  in  tbe  Peninsula 
from  Aug.  1808  to  Nov.  181 1,  and  i^ain  from  April  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814;  present 
with  the  40th  at  the  battles  of  Boleia,  Vimiera,  and  Talavera;  with  the  4th  Dragoons  at  Busaco, 
Albnhera,  and  Usagre;  and  with  the  12th*  Light*  Dragoons  at  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  the 
Nive  and  the  Adour.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

40  Sir  Michael  Creagh  served  in  the  expedition  under  Sir  David  Baird  against  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope ;  was  wounded  in  the  action  of  the  Blue  Bourg.  In  1810  accompanied  tbe  expedi- 
tion (as  Brigade  Major)  which  sailed  from  Madras  against  the  French  Islands  :  desperately 
wounded  by  a  cannon  shot  (which  carried  away  a  pare  of  his  left  shoulder,  and  killed  aix  of 
his  men),  at  the  attack  of  the  batteries  before  Sl  Dennis,  Isle  of  Bourbon  ;  thanked  in  general 
orders,  and  favourably  mentioned  in  the  despatches.  In  1817  and  18  served  (in  command  of  the 
86th  flaok  companies)  during  the  Mahratta  and  the  Pindarree  wars  in  India.  In  1818  served  in 
the  Kandyan  country  (interior  of  Ceylon)  during  that  harassing  war,  in  command  of  the  flank 
oompanies  of  the  86 th  and  other  detachments,  receiving  the  repeated  thanks  of  General  Sir 
Robert  Brownrigg  for  his  services  in  the  enemy's  country. 

41  Major-General  Eden  served  the  campaign  in  Java  in  181 1  with  theS2nd  Light  Dragoons, 
indnding  the  actions  of  the  10th  and  26th  Aug.  Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Thomas  Hislop  at  tbe 
battle  of  Mahaidpore,  and  during  the  Mahratta  war  in  1817  and  18.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java. 

42  Migor-General  Geddes  served  with  the  27th  in  Calabria  in  1806;  at  the  oaptore  of  the 
island  of  Prooida  in  1809;  in  Sicily  in  1810;  and  subsequenUy  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the 
batdea  of  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Orthea,  and  Toulouse,  at  which  last  he  received  a  severe  wound, 
which  broke  the  left  thigh*bone  near  the  hip-joint    He  has  the  War  Medal  with  four  CInspa. 

43  Lord  Bokeby  served  the  campaign  of  1815  witl^the  3rd  Guards,  and  wss  present  at  the 
battles  of  Quatre-Bras  and  Waterloo.  Served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1855  in  command  of  a 
Brisade,  inolading  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Ciasn,  KCB.,  Commander  of 
UieLgpon  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

44  Lteat»-(}eiieral  Qilmour  served  at  the  capture  of  Isohia,  Zante,  and  Cephalonia,  in  1809; 
and  of  Santa  Maura  in  1810.  Served  afterwards  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain,  and  was 
prasent  at  the  battle  of  Castalla ;  engaged  with  the  enemy  on  several  occasions  covering  tho 
retreat;  and  employed  in  the  batteries  against  Tarragona.  After  leaving  Spain  he  w«nt  to 
Genoa,  under  Lord  Wm.  Bentinck. 

45  Major*General  Beckwith  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  16th  Light  Dragoona,  from  July 
1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  tho  battle  of  the  Ifivelle,  and  batUea  of  the  Nive 
on  the  9th  and  10th  Deo.,  for  which  he  has  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps.  Served  also  the 
campaign  of  1816,  and  was  present  at  the  retreat  on  17  th  June  and  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

46  Maior-General  Bobinson  served  with  the  48th  in  the  Peninsula  from  June  1809  to  October 
18l3,inciiiding  the  battlei  of  TahtTcra  and  Bttsaco, Linos  at  Torres  Vedras,  puifoit  ofMiaienn, 
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60  The  Hon.  Sir  James  Scarlett  lerred  the  Eastern  campaign  of  18M-55  in  oommaAd  of 
the  Heavy  Cavalry  Brigade  and  afterwards  of  the  Cavalry  Division,  inclnding  the  battles  of 
the  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  KCB.,  Com- 
mander of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  2nd  Class  of  the  Me^jidie). 

61  Sir  George  Bailer  served  in  the  Rifle  Brigade  and  commanded  its  1st  Battalion  from 
1841  to  1854.  He  served  on  the  eastern  frontier  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1847-48-49; 
commanded  one  of  the  columns  which  entered  the  Amatola  Mountains  in  the  campaign  of  1847 
against  the  Gaika  chief  Sandilla,  who  snrrendered  himself  to  him.  He  commanded  the  troops, 
under  Sir  Harry  Smith,  which  crossed  the  Orange  River  in  1848  to  suppress  the  insurrection  of 
tiie  Dutch  Boers — was  severely  wounded,  and  hi^  his  horse  killed  under  him  in  the  action  of 
the  29th  August  at  Boem  Plaats,  for  which  he  was  nominated  a  CB.  Within  a  few  months 
after  the  return  of  his  Battalion  to  England  he  re-embarked  with  it  in  January  1852  for  special 
service  at  the  Cape  ;  was  engaged  in  all  the  operations  in  the  Waterkloof  in  1852-3,  and 
commanded  the  1st  Division  of  the  Army  until  the  close  of  the  Kaffir  war  (Medal).  Returned 
to  England  in  January  1854,  and  in  April  following  embarked  as  a  Brigadier- General  of  the 
Army  of  the  EdM; — commanded  a  Brigade  of  the  Light  Division  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of 
1854-55, including  the  battles  of  Alma  andlnkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol:  had  two  horses 
shot  under  him  at  Inkerman,  and  suffered  a  severe  contusion  of  the  leg  (Medal  and  Clasps, 
KCB.,  Commander  of  the  Leeion  of  Honor,  and  2Dd  Class  of  the  Medjldie).  In  Aogmt  18^ 
appointed  to  the  command  of  the  troops  in  tibe  Ionian  Islands. 

62  Sir  William  Eyre  commanded  a  Division  under  Sir  George  Cathcart  across  the  Onmge 
River  in  1853,  and  at  tiie  battle  of  Berea, — was  nominated  a  CB.,  and  appointed  an  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  the  Queen,  with  rank  of  Colonel  in  the  Army,  at  the  termination  of  the  Kaffir  war,  in 
1853,  in  consideration  of  his  distinguished  services  ia  that  and  the  previous  Kaffir  war  (Medal), 
Commanded  a  Brigade  of  the  3rd  Division  and  afterwards  the  Division  throughout  the  Eastern 
campaign  of  1854-55.  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  the  Alma,  and  siege  and  fall  of  Sebas- 
topol (Medal  and  Clasps,  and  KCB.,  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal, 
and  2nd  Class  of  the  Medjidie):  durine  the  battle  of  Inkerman  he  held  the  command  of  the 
troops  in  the  trenches;  and  he  commanded  a  separate  column  in  the  attack  of  the  cemetery  on 
the  18th  June  and  was  wound^fl. 

63  Migor-General  W.  H.  Slade  was  present  at  SL  Sebastian  in  J'aly  and  Aueust  1813; 
blockade  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  He  was  one  of  the  officers  selected  to  accom- 
pany the  boats  from  Soooa  to  the  month  of  the  river  Adour,  and  to  assist  in  laying  the  bridge 
across.    He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  St.  Sebastian. 

64  Major-Gkneral  King  served  in  a  mortar-boat  in  the  Faro  of  Messina  for  two  months 
in  1810.  Advanced  into  the  United  States  with  Sir  George  Prevo8t*s  army,  and  commanded 
a  battery  against  Plattsburg. 

65  Hajor-General  Grantham  served  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz. 

66  M^or- General  Victor  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  December  1812  to  the  end  of  the 
war,  including  the  battles  of  the  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  the  War  Medal 
with  three  Clasps. 

67  Major- General  Sherboume  Williams  served  at  the  captare  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815. 

68  Major-G«neral  Dalton  served  at  Walcheren  and  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  J  809. 

69  Major-General  Barry  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1812  to  (Jctober  1813,  and 
was  severely  wounded  by  a  grape  shot,  31st  August  1813,  when  leading  a  party  to  the  breach 
at  the  storming  of  St.  Sebastian.    He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

70  Major-General  Whinyates  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Algiers  by  Lord  Ezmoath  on 
27th  August  1816.  Served  with  the  army  in  France  in  1817  and  1818.  In  February  1839 
was  commanding  officer  of  Engineers  with  the  Field  Force  in  New  Brunswick  when  the  dia- 
pnted  territory  was  invaded  by  the  state  of  Maineu    Has  the  Medal  for  the  battle  of  Algiers. 

71  Mator-Geaaral  Gousrh  served  as  Deputy  Quarter- Master-General  of  the  army  during  tbe 
war  in  China,  and  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  and  Lieut- Colonel,  together  with  the  Coa- 
panionship  of  the  Bath,  for  his  conduct  in  action,  he  having  been  present  in  almost  every 
engagement  during  the  expedition.  He  was  afterwards  present  in  the  battle  of  Mahar^pore, 
as  Military  Secretary  to  the  Commander«in-Chief  in  India  ;  and  he  commanded  a  Brlnde  of 
otTalry  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee  and  Feroseshah,  and  officiated  as  Quarter- Master-General 
in  the  battle  of  SobraoUt  and  was  very  severely  wounded.  Served  the  Pui^sub  campaisn  of 
1848-9  as  Quarter- Master*General  Queen's  Troops,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  ChuUaa- 
wallah  and  Goojerat. 

72  M^jor- General  Fnmeaox  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  October  1810  to  April  1813,  and 
was  with  the  covering  army  at  the  siege  of  Badajoz. 

73  Migor-(}eneral  R.  G.  B.Wilson  served  in  Holland,  Belginm^and  France,  from  Deoeaiber 
1613  to  January  1816,  indudiog  the  battles  of  Qnatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 

74  Major-CWiieral  Emmett*s  servioes :— sieges  of  Badijox  in  1811  and  12;  passage  of 
the  Nive,  battles  before  Bayonne,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Attack  on  the  American  linea  at  Xew 
Orleans,  eTery  affSsir  on  that  expedition,  and  the  siege  of  Fort  Bowyer.  Slightly  wounded  *t 
Badajoain  1811;  again  on  the  advance  towards  Orthes;  and  very  severely  wounded  at  the 
assault  of  Badajoa  in  1812.    Ho  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

75  Major-General  Waters  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1812  to  September  1814.  Was 
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many  other  plaoea  npon  tlie  coast  of  Calabria,  and  on  tbe  Roman  States  in  the  ship,  in  her  boatf, 
or  on  shore:  about  twenty-fir«>  times  under  fire.  Baring  service  in  the  Forth^  between  31sl  Jnly 
1813  and  29th  Sept.  1315,  he  landed  on  North  Bereland,  again  on  South  fieveland  on  suff  of 
Anglo-Russian  Force  forming  siege  of  Bathz  ;  and  on  tbe  l^crth  American  shores:  aboTO  five 
times  under  fire.  In  all  above  seventy  times  under  fire,  and  frcquentlj  mentioned  in  Uie  ~ 
patches.    Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

84  M«or -General  C.  C.  Pratt  vvas  at  the  taking  of  Capri  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  under 
Sidney  Bmith,  11th  May  1806.  At  the  cutting  out  of  six  armed  vessels  from  under  the  bttt- 
teries  of  Lamico,  in  tbe  Island  of  Cyprus,  in  January  1808.  Belonp;ed  to  the  Battalion  of  Royal 
Marines  commanded  by  Sir  James  Malcolm,  which  served  in  Spam,  the  coast  of  Amriea,  ud 
Canada,  for  four  years,  and  was  present  at  all  the  services  performed  by  it,  including  the  battle 
of  Frampton  in  the  Chesapeake^  and  the  storming  and  taking  of  the  enemy's  fort  and  poet  of 
Oswego  on  Lake  Ontario.  Served  also  in  the  Battalion  of  Royal  Marines  in  Spain  and  was 
present  at  the  battles  of  tbe  16th  June  1836,  and  Hemani  16th  March  following,  together  with 
all  the  servioes  performed  there  for  nearly  four  years. 

85  Afaj6r-6eneral  Qillespie  was  landed  with  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  at  Roeaa  on 
7th  Nov.  1808,  and  occupied  the  citadel.  Present  at  the  sortie  on  the  8th,  when  the  British 
were  forced  by  the  superior  number  of  the  enemy  to  retire.  Served  on  the  China  expediti^m 
(Medal),  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  forts  and  works  at  Chuenpee,  and 
the  capture  of  Annnnghoy  and  North  Wantong. 

86  Major-General  Oarmston  was  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Koupan,  Isle  of  Timor,  in  1614  ; 
capture  of  Java  in  1812;  attack  of  Palambang,  Isle  of  Sumatra,  and  Sambass,  Isle  of  Boneo ; 
Algiers  in  1816.  Present  at  the  Sortie  from  Bilboa  15th  May  ;  the  advance  on  the  28th  May « 
and  was  wounded  at  the  defence  of  the  lines  of  San  Sebastian  6th  June,  1836.  He  has  received 
the  Military  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java  ;  the  NavtJ  War  Medal  with  cme  Clasp  for 
Algiers  ;  and  the  Order  of  San  Fernando  for  service  in  Spain. 

87  Major-General  John  Harvey  Stevens  served  in  the  West  Indies,  &o.  in  1806  and  1S07, 
during  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  engaged  in  several  flotilla  affisira  <m 
the  Scheldt  Served  also  at  the  successful,  defence  of  Cadiz  and  of  Tarifis  in  1810  and  1811  ; 
was  engaged  in  several  detached  operations,  particularly  in  one  of  a  severe  eharacter  on  the 
river  Guadalquiver.  In  1813  was  employed  on  the  coast  of  America,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  an  attack  on  Craney  Island,  and  at  the  taking  of  Hampton  and  Ocracoko  under  Sir 
George  Cockbnm.  Served  in  Canada  at  the  taking  of  Oswogo,  on  wluoh  occasion  be  was 
mentioned  in  Sir  Gordon  Drummond's  despatches.  Engaged  during  a  six  weeks*  siege  of 
Fort  Erie,  and  was  intrusted  with  the  construction  of  a  field-work  for  the  defence  of  the 
right  of  the  position  on  Chippewa  Creek,  which  was  menaced  by  a  very  superior  force.  In 
1816  he  was  on  board  tbe  Queen  Charlotte  at  the  attack  on  Algiers  under  Lord  Exmoath 
by  whom  he  wai  detached  to  fire  csrcases  at  the  enemy*s  vessels  within  the  Mole.  He  was 
auo  present  at  the  demonstrations  before  Algiers  under  Admiral  Sir  H.  B.  Nealeu  Has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

88  Msjor-Genersl  Reignolds  served  with  the  49tb  on  the  China  expedition  (MedalX  and 
was  present  at  tbe  storming  of  the  heights  and  forts  above  Canton,  taking  of  Amoy,  aaoosid 
capture  of  Chusan,  storming  of  the  fortified  heights  of  Chinhae,  taking  of  Ningpo,  attack  aad 
capture  of  the  enemy's  entrenched  camp  on  the  heights  of  Spgoau  (severely  wounded),  capture 
of  Cbapoo  (wounded),  Woosung,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  landing  before  Nankin.  Served 
throughout  the  Burmese  war  of  1852-53  (Medal),  nearly  the  entire  period  as  a  Brigadier.  On 
tbe  4th  April  1832  embarked  with  a  force  of  1.400  men  from  Maolmein  for  the  attack  on  Mar^ 
taban.  Commanded  at  the  attack  on  shore.  Was  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Battler  during  tbe  ship*! 
engaffement  with  and  destruction  of  the  stockades  on  the  river  side  in  front  of  KangooB,  11th 
April;  the  following  morning  landed  at  Rangoon  in  command  of  the  18th  Royal  uiah.  On 
13th  April  succeeded  to  tbe  command  of  the  l8t  Beogal  Brigade,  which  he  commanded 
throughout  the  war,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Rangoon,  cspture  of  Prooie. 
and  repulse  of  the  enemy  on  the  night  of  8th  December  1852.  For  his  services,  was  eeveral 
times  reoommended  by  General  Gudwin  to  the  Goveroor-General  of  India  in  Council. 
Returned  from  India  with  the  18th  Royal  Irish  in  May  1854 ;  embarked  December  foUowing 
for  the  Crimea,  and  was  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  until  April  1855  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

89  Major-General  Hugh  Evans  served  in  Ulysses  and  Barossa  from  1810  to  1815  on  the 
West  India  and  North  America  station,  and  was  engaged  in  the  whole  of  the  operatioaa  of  the 
squadron  up  the  Chesapeake  in  1813. 

90  M^ar-General  IWnchhas  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Egypt  and  Fuentetd'Qnor. 

91  M^or-Geaeral  Diggle  serred  with  the  52nd  Regt.  in  Sicily,  under  Sir  John  Moove,  and 
on  the  expedition  to  Gottenburgh.  Subsequently  he  served  in  tbe  Peninsula,  and  waa  prinsnt 
dnriBg4he  retreat  and  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  as  also  in  the  action  of  the  Cot,  battle  of  Baiaoo, 
and  affairs  when  the  Army  foil  back  upon  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras.  He  served  alio  the 
oampaign  of  1813, 14,  and  15,  including  the  two  attacks  on  tbe  fortified  village  of  Merxem, — 
in  the  latter  of  which  ho  commanded  the  2od  Battalion  in  the  advance  upon  Antwerp  for  Ike 
bombardment  of  the  French  Fleet.  He  was  also  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterioo,  where 
daring  the  repulse  of  the  French  Imperial  Guard  he  was  severely  wounded,  and  reemved  the 
Brevet  of  Msjor.    He  has  rcoelved  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Corunna  tn^  Bnaaco.

In  all  above  seventy  times  under  fire,  and  frequentlj  mentioned  in  ihe  det* 
patches.    Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

84  Major«6enenl  C.  C.  Pratt  tvas  at  the  taking  of  Capri  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  under  Sir 
Sidney  Smith,  11th  May  1806.  At  the  cutting  out  of  six  armed  vessels  from  under  the  bet- 
tenes  of  Lamico,  in  the  Island  of  Cyprus,  in  January  1808.  Belon^d  to  the  Battalion  of  Royal 
Marines  commanded  by  Sir  James  Malcolm,  which  served  in  Spam,  the  coast  of  Amriea»  iad 
Canada,  for  four  years,  and  was  present  at  all  the  services  performed  by  it,  including  the  battle 
of  Frampton  in  the  Chesapeake,  and  the  storming  and  taking  of  the  enemy's  fort  and  poet  of 
Oswego  on  Lake  Ontario.  Served  also  in  the  Butalion  of  Royal  Marines  in  Spain  and  wee 
pivsent  at  the  battles  of  the  16th  June  1836,  aod  Hemsni  16th  March  following,  together  with 
all  the  services  performed  there  for  nearly  four  years. 

d5  A^jdr-General  Gillespie  was  landed  with  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  at  Rosas  on 
7th  Nov.  1808,  and  occupied  the  citadeL  Present  at  the  sortie  on  the  8th,  when  the  Britbh 
were  forced  by  the  superior  number  of  the  enemy  to  retire.  Served  on  the  China  expedition 
(Medal),  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  forts  and  works  at  Chuenpee,  and 
the  capture  of  Annunghoy  and  North  Wantong. 

86  Major-Oeneral  Qarmston  was  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Koupan,  Isle  of  Timor,  in  1814  ; 
capture  of  Java  in  1812;  attack  of  Palambang,  Isle  of  Sumatra,  and  Sambass,  Isle  of  Borneo ; 
Algiers  in  1816.  Present  at  the  Sortie  from  Bilboa  15th  May  ;  the  advance  on  the  28th  May  t 
and  was  wounded  at  the  defence  of  the  lines  of  San  Sebastian  6th  June,  1836.  He  has  reoeived 
ti^e  Military  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java  ;  the  NavtJ  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for 
Algiers  ;  and  the  Order  of  San  Fernando  for  service  in  Spain. 

87  Major- General  John  Harvey  Stevens  served  in  the  West  Indies,  &&  in  1806  and  1907, 
during  the  estpedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  engaged  in  several  flotilla  aifaira  on 
the  Scheldt  Served  also  at  the  succecsful.  defence  of  Cadiz  and  of  Tarifa  in  1810  and  1811  s 
was  engaged  in  several  detached  operations,  particularly  in  one  of  a  severe  character  on  the 
river  Guadalquiver.  In  1813  was  employed  on  the  ooaet  of  America,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  an  attack  on  Craney  Island,  and  at  the  taking  of  Hampton  and  Ocracoko  under  Sir 
George  Cockbnm.  Served  in  Canada  at  the  taking  of  Oswego,  on  which  occasion  he  was 
mentioned  in  Sir  Gordon  Drnmmond's  despatches.  Engaged  during  a  six  weeks*  aiege  of 
Fort  Erie,  and  was  intrusted  with  the  construction  of  a  field-work  for  the  defence  of  the 
right  of  the  position  on  Chippewa  Creek,  which  was  menaced  by  a  very  superior  force.  In 
1816  he  was  on  board  the  Queen  Charlotte  at  the  attack  on  Algiers  under  Lord  Exmoath 
bv  whom  he  was  detached  to  fire  carcases  at  the  enemy's  vessels  within  the  Mole.  He  was 
auo  present  at  the  demonstrations  before  Algiers  under  Admiral  Sir  H.  B.  Neale.  Has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

88  Major-General  Reignolas  served  with  the  49th  on  the  Chiaa  expedition  (MedalX  nnd 
was  present  at  the  storming  of  the  heights  and  forts  above  Canton,  takiog  of  Amojf  seeond 
capture  of  Chusan,  storming  of  the  fortified  hf>igbts  of  Chinbae,  taking  of  Ningpo,  attack  and 
capture  of  the  enemy's  entrenched  camp  on  the  heights  of  Segoau  (severely  wounded),  capture 
of  Cbapoo  (wounded),  Woosung,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  landing  before  Nankin.  Served 
throughout  the  Burmese  war  of  1852-53  (Medal),  nearly  the  entire  period  as  a  Brigadier.  On 
the  4th  April  1852  embarked  with  a  force  of  1.400  men  from  Maulmein  for  the  attack  on  Mar- 
taban.  Commanded  at  the  attack  on  shore.  Was  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Battler  during  the  ahip'a 
engagement  with  and  destruction  of  the  stockades  on  the  river  side  in  front  of  Kaneooo,  11th 
April;  the  following  morning  landed  at  Rangoon  in  command  of  the  18th  Royal  uish.  On 
13th  April  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  let  Bengal  Brigade,  which  he  commanded 
throughout  the  war,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Rangoon,  capture  of  Prome. 
and  repulse  of  the  enemy  on  the  night  of  8th  December  1852.  Fur  his  services,  was  several 
times  recommended  by  General  Godwin  to  the  Governor-General  of  India  in  ConnciL 
Returned  from  India  with  the  18ch  Royal  Irish  in  May  1854 ;  embarked  Deoember  foUowing 
for  the  Crimea,  and  was  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  until  April  1855  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

89  Major-General  Hugh  Evans  served  in  Ulyeees  and  BarosM  from  1810  to  1815  on  the 
West  India  and  North  America  station,  and  was  engaged  in  the  whole  of  the  operationa  of  the 
squadron  up  the  Chesapeake  in  1813. 

90  M^or-General  l>nchhas  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Egypt  and  Fuentetd'Qnor. 

91  M^or»General  Diggle  served  with  the  52nd  Regt.  in  Sicily,  under  Sir  John  Moore,  and 
on  the  expedition  to  Gottenbnrgh.  Subsequently  he  served  in  the  Peninsula^  and  ttm  nrinsnt 
dttring4he  retreat  and  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  as  also  in  the  acdon  of  the  Cos,  battle  of  HMtoo, 
and  affairs  when  the  Army  fell  back  upon  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedraa.  He  served  also  the 
campaign  of  1813, 14,  and  15,  including  the  two  attacks  on  the  fortified  village  of  Merxem, — 
in  the  latter  of  which  bo  commanded  the  2od  Battalion  in  the  advsnce  upon  Antwerp  for  the 
bombardment  of  the  French  Fleet.  He  was  also  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterioo,  where 
during  the  repulse  of  the  French  Imperial  Guard  he  was  severely  wounded,  and  reeeifvd  the 
Brevet  of  Msjor.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Comana  in^ 
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25<f  War  Servtees  qf  the  General  Officers. 

100  M»}or.a«iienl  Y11I0  icarYed  in  Ctntda  doriog  the  groater  pArt  of  the  wtr  of  181S*18U; 
WM  pretent  at  (he  affair  of  Street's  Creek,  and  diamantled  under  fire  the  bridge  there,  bj  which 
the  adTaaoe  of  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy  wat  retarded  ;  was  also  in  the  actions  of  Chippewa 
(horse  mortally  wonnded)  and  Lundy*s  Lane. 

101  Major-Qeneral  James  Gordon's  serTice8:—attack  on  the  Castle  of  Soylla,  June  1809; 
siege  and  capture  of  Santa  Maura,  March  1810. 

103  Major-General  Ashmore  was  in  the  Monarch  in  Sir  Samuel  Hood*s  action  wilh  the 
French  frigates  in  1806.  From  November  1807  till  August  1809  in  the  Orampug,  employed 
at  the  Cape  of  Qood  Hope,  Madagascar,  and  blockade  of  the  Mauritius.  From  February  1810 
to  January  1819  in  the  Poictiert  bloekadiog  Brest,  Basque  Roads,  and  in  the  Tagus:  whilat  in 
Basque  SEoads,  was  frequently  in  the  boats  sent  to  annoy  the  coasting  trade,  a  serrice  that 
brought  them  oontinually  under  fire  of  the  batteries,  or  into  action  with  the  gun-boats.  When 
in  the  Tagus,  was  with  the  detachment  of  Msrines  sent  with  a  small  force  of  Portugueae  under 
General  Trent  to  destroy  the  Pontoons  preparing  by  Marshal  Massena  at  Santarem  to  cross 
the  Tsgus:  was  on  piquet  under  that  town  the  night  of  the  Marshal's  retreat  from  the  Lines. 
In  1812  he  waa  attached  to  the  2nd  Battalion  at  Santander,  north  coast  of  Spain.  On  the 
return  of  the  battalions  to  England  he  joined  the  1st  BattalioD ;  was  at  the  attack  on  Norfolk, 
taking  of  the  town  of  Hampton,  &c.  When  the  battalion  was  broken  up  at  Isle  Aux  Noiz  he 
was  left  for  Lake  saTice  tUl  1817.  From  August  1826  to  August  1829  was  serring  on  the 
South  American  station  in  the  Ganges :  was  landed  at  Bio,  on  the  occasion  of  the  German  uid 
Iriah  troops  roTolting  in  1828,  to  protect  the  Imperial  family  and  palace  of  San  Christoph,  and 
co-operate  with  the  French  snd  other  forcea  landed  to  quell  the  mutiny. 

108  MaJo^General  John  Coz,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months,  served  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  Peninsular  war  with  the  95th  (Bifle  Brigade),  commencing  with  the  first  ^Esar,  at 
Obidoa,  15th  Aug.  1808.  He  was  also  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  the  uillowing  battles,  aicgcs, 
actions  and  affairs  : — Battles  of  Boleia  and  Yimiera,  and  surrender  of  Lisbon  1  subsequent 
oanpaign  in  Spain  with  Sir  John  Moore's  Army,  including  its  retreat— outpost  affaira  at 
TaluTera,  night  defence  of  the  post  of  Barba  del  Puerco  against  Tcrv  superior  numbers, 
affaira  of  GaUegoa  and  Barqnilla ;  action  at  Almeida,  and  defence  of  the  bridge  againat  eveiy 
effort  to  force  it  {  aiSsirs  at  Mora  Morta  and  Jala  ;  battle  of  Bosaoo  ;  affatrs  at  Alenqner, 
Andai  and  Santarem  i  defence  of  the  Lines  of  Torres  Yedras ;  aedons  with  Marshal  Masseiia's 
Rear-guard  at  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeixa,  Case  Noya,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Ponte  de  Maroella, 
Frsixadas  and  Sabugal }  at  Almeida  five  successive  days  1  at  Marialya  Bridge  \  battles  of  the 
3fd  and  5th  May  181 1  at  Fuentes  d^Onor  ;  affairs  at  ^fayes  d*Ayer  and  Forcaylos  ;  siege  and 
storming  of  Ciadad  Budrigo  $  action  at  San  Milan ;  battle  of  Vittoria  1  actions  with  the  French 
Rear-guard  at  EoharrianoS)  Fampeluna,  and  forcing  the  heights  of  Santa  Barbara  and  Pata  of 
Bohalar  ;  at  Vera,  and  carrying  the  entrenchments  in  its  Pass ;  battles  of  the  Pjrreoeea ; 
aeyeral  aflhira  at  outposts  ;  batUes  of  Nivelle  and  Niye  $  action  at  Tarbes  ;  victory  of  tke  18th 
June  at  Waterloo*  and  capture  of  Paris.  He  was  wounded  at  Vimeira  by  a  musket-ball ; 
TCceiyed  a  contusion  in  the  head  at  Redinba,  a  compound  fracture  of  the  left  arm  at  the  storm- 
ing of  Cindad  Bodrigo  while  clearing  the  left  breach,  and  left  leg  badly  fractured  (ball  kxiged) 
in  driving  the  enemy  from  the  heights  of  Tarbes.  Joined  the  army  in  Belgium,  under  the 
Prince  of  Onmge,  in  the  autumn  of  1814^  served  the  Waterloo  campaigns  in  that  country,  and 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France,  until  its  embarkation  for  England  in  1818.  He  hat 
received  the  War  Medal  with  ten  Clasps. 

104  Mi^or-General  Law  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1813  to  thr  end  of  the  war, 
iaolnding  the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive,  for  which  he  has  the  War  Medal  with  two  Claspa. 

105  Major-General  Marshall  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  January  1811  to  October  1813, 
inolndiag  the  first  siege  of  Badajoi,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm  of  San 
Sebastian.  Slightly  wounded  at  Ciud«i  Rodrigo  16th  Jan.  1812  ;  severely  wounded  twice  by 
mnskei-shots  at  San  Sebastian  dlst  August  1813,  when  leading  the  advanoe  of  the  ooioma  of 
attack  up  Uie  great  breach.    Ho  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  tlirce  Clasps. 

106  Major-Qeneral  Piper  served  six  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flaadera,  firoa 
Maieh  1810  to  the  27th  Jan.  16.  Fh>m  1810  to  12  was  employed  in  the  Lines  of  Lisbon  and 
Almeida;  and  Drum  Jan.  1812  to  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  in  1815,  held  the  command  of  a 
Division  of  a  Pontoon  Train  (baring  been  entrusted  during  that  period  with  the  organisatioB 
and  eouipment  of  four  several  bridges)  i  threw  the  bridffes  of  the  Guadiana,  Tagus,  Bidaasoa, 
Gave  aOleron,  Garronne,  and  Seine ;  served  in  the  trenonea  at  the  last  siege  of  fiadajos,  from 
the  morning  of  the  18th  to  the  23rd  of  March,  when  the  bridges  of  oommunJcatloo  briow  the 
town  being  destroyed  and  sunk,  was  despatched  (by  order  of  the  Commander  of  Uie  Fofoea)  to 
re-establish  and  remain  with  them— passing  sho^  shell,  and  ammunition  duriuff  ^e  nights,  and 
Moviskms  during  the  day time^for  the  remainder  of  the  operations  i  received  the  thanks  of  Sir 
Rowland  Hill  at  the  passage  of  the  Tagus  in  August  same  year,  on  the  advanoe  of  bla  oofann 
to  Madrid  \  and  subsequently,  when  en  route  to  Silamanca  (tn  consequenoe  of  the  enemy's 
oavalry  intercepting  the  communication  through  the  Sierra-do* Gato)  waa  commanded  by 
written  instructions  from  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  to  retire  with  the  bridges  on  AJcnntra 
de  la  Reina  and  Badajos,  to  Bivas,  and  finally  to  Abrantee ;  where,  equipping  a  frsdi  train  of 
boata  for  the  operations  of  the  ensuing  year,  advanced  with  the  armv  from  Ssbngal  and  Prey- 
nada  to  the  Kbro  and  Vlttoriai  passage  of  the  Bidassoa  in  Oct  andiattar  part  of  the  "^lirBfcatlt 
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USe  War  Services  of  the  GenerCil  Officers. 

Madras  PoMe  daring'  the  sacoeeding  tbree  days'  operations  in  the  Ticinlty>  and  at  tiie  storm 
and  capture  of  Rangoon. 

119  M^jor-General  Hawkins  commanded  the  Boyal  HaTines,  about  200  strong,  at  the 
attack  and  destruction  of  Malloodoo,  in  Borneo. 

120  Major- GkneralJames  Clarke  sanredin  the  attack  on  the  Bossian  gun-boats  and  bat- 
teries on  Ftroola  Point  in  1809.  At  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810,  and  at  the  battle  of 
Algiers.    War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

121  Major«General  Tothill  landed  in  command  of  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  on  2ith 
April  1813  at  St.  Cataldo,and  by  a  resolute  advance  with  the  bayonet  dislodged  a  body  of  troops 
fkom  a  strong  position,  and  captured  the  vessel  from  which  they  had  debarked.  Was  at  the 
attack  and  surrender  of  the  Islsnd  of  Augusta.  Landed  on  1st  Feb.  1813  with  50  Boyal 
Marines  and  160  other  troops  at  Port  Baffato,  and  carried  the  eminence.  Was  at  the  attack 
of  the  sea  batteries  and  surrender  of  the  island  of  Curyola,  3rd  Feb.,  and  at  the  capture  of 
theDerirsIslaod,  14th  April. 

.  122  M^or-General  Eyre's  serrices: — ^Expedition  to  Portugal  and  occupation  of  Lisbon  in 
1808;  adTanoe  upon  Madrid  and  retreat  to  Corunna  in  1808-9;  affair  at  Lugo  snd  battle  of 
Coraena,  for  which  he  has  reoeived  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.  Eighteen  years  con- 
tinued service  in  the  West  Indies,  from  Got.  1810  to  April  1828;  and  in  command  of  ihe  Koyal 
Artillery  in  China,  at  Hong  Eong,  from  August  1847  to  May  1851. 

128  Major-General  Childs  served  in  H.  M.  S.  Gibraltar^  blockading^Cherbourg,  L'Orientt 
and  Basque  Roads,  and  fireqoently  in  boats  cuttii^  out  French  coasters.  Early  in  1813  he 
volunteered  to  serv«  in  the  1st  Battalion  under  Colonel  Sir  Bichard  Williams  in  the  Chesapeake, 
and  was  at  the  attack  of  Craney  Island,  taking  of  the  enemy's  camp  st  Hampton,  and  capture 
of  Kent  Island,  and  in  many  minor  engagements  on  the  enemy *s  coast;  a^ter  which  he  accom- 
panied the  battalion  to  Canada,  and  was  actively  employed  on  the  Frontiers^  and  frequently  in 
oommand  of  gnn-boats  on  Lake  Champlain.  On  the  1 1th  Sept.  1814  be  was  engaged  on  board 
the  Cofifiance,  in  one  of  the  most  severe  actions  fought  during  the  war,  in  which  Commodore 
Downie  ((be  captain  of  the  ship),  Captain  Anderson,  R.M.,  and  41  men  were  killed,  and 
upwards  of  100  wounded,  out  of  a  complement  of  260.  He  aLso  served  the  Syrian  campaign 
(Medal)  of  1840,  including  the  attack  and  capture  of  Sidon,  capture  of  Beyrout,  bombardment 
of  Acre,  and  other  desultory  services.    Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

124  Major-General  W.  F.  Williams  served  in  Senegal,  Goree,  and  Sierra  Leone  durine  1811 
and  12  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war,  including  San  Sebss- 
tjao,  thepassafre  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelie  and  Nive  (lltb,  12th,  and  13th  Dec),  and  the 
investment  of  Bayonne.    He  embarked  for  Bordeaux  in  1814  with  the  expedition  to  the  Chesa- 

Eeak  under  General  Boss,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Bladensbnrg,  first  sUghtIv  in  the 
»ft  arm,  and  again  severely  by  a  musket-ball  through  the  left  shoulder.  He  served  subse- 
quently for  several  years  in  the  West  Indies;  and  he  was  sent  on  a  particular  service  to  Canada 
daring  the  insurrection  in  that  country  in  1838  and  1839,  whence  he  returned  in  June  1843,  aod 
was,  the  month  following,  again  sent  on  a  special  serrioe  to  Irelaud.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medol  with  three  Clasps  for  St.  Sebastian,  x^irclle,  and  Nive. 

125  Mi^or-General  Cartwright  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  with  the  6lst,  including 
the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Ortbes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
Silver  War  Mc^dal  with  five  Clasps.  Served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  10th  Hussars,  snd 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

126  Major-General  Gore  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  SOth,  and  was  slightly 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

127  Mi^or-General  Goodsman  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  6l8t,  and  was  wounded  at 
Talavera,  for  whioh  battle  he  has  received  the  War  Modal  with  one  Clssp. 

128  Major-General  Pringle  Taylor  proceeded  in  1811  to  join  the  22ad  Dragoons  in  the  East 
Indies,  where  he  served  until  their  return  to  Europe  and  disbandment,  25th  October  1820.  He 
was  in  the  field  in  1815  and  16,  and  duriog  the  whole  of  the  Mahratta  war  in  1817,  18,  snd  19; 
the  published  official  records  show  that  his  conduct  was  conspicuous  in  the  Brigade  Cevalry 
notions  of  Bucktowlie  and  of  Nagnore  (1817),  and  of  Ashta  (20ih  Feb.  1818),  when  be  incorred, 
aa  Brigade-Major,  the  responsibility  of  ordering  measures  which  terminated  in  the  entire  defeat 
of  the  Peishwa,  tiie  death  of  the  gallant  Gokla,  and  the  rescue  of  the  Bajab  of  Satarrah,  th« 
jnost  influential  events  in  terminating  the  war.  At  the  siege  of  Cspaul-droog,  he  commanded 
a  battery  at  the  storm  (13th  May  1819),  he  blew  open  the  first  gate  with  a  galloper  gun  of  the 
22 od  Dragoons,  and  heading  the  Forlorn  Hope,  he  stormed  in  succession  the  &^e  distinct  circles 
of  fortifications,  every  man  aod  officer  of  hb  party  being  either  killed  or  wounded  t  be  received 
at  the  annunit  of  that  strong  hill  fort,  at  the  moment  of  success  in  its  capture,  a  shot  through  his 
longs  and  body.  The  Governor- Chmeral  of  India  specially  recommended  him  to  favourable 
consideration  for  his  services  in  India.  In  1823  aod  24  he  was  employed  in  the  Cape  Q%r%\ry 
•gainst  the  Caffres.  In  1841  he  was  reliev«-d  from  a  bullet  which  had  been  in  bis  body  since  1819. 
From  April  1854  to  Dec  1857  he  was  a  Colonel  on  the  Staff  at  the  Cspe  of  Good  Hope,  where 
at  a  period  ol'  peculiar  difficulty  and  imminently  threatened  war  he  commanded  in  Kaffraria 
then  under  martial  law. 

129  Msjor-General  Cater  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1810  to  January  1814«  incloding 
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28ft  fV'ar  Services  of  the  General  Officers* 

Corfti  on  the  eTaetiBtion  by  the  French  in  1814.  Wm  with  a  detachment  at  Zante  on  9lst  Oct 
1821,  defending  a  Tarkish  man-of-war  in  an  attack  made  by  the  Greeka,  and  waa  apecially 
selected  and  actively  employed  in  the  disarmament  of  ^e  inhabitants  which  followed.  Scrrcd 
in  the  West  Indies  during  the  emancipation  of  the  slayes  in  1834.  Served  in  North  Amccica 
during  the  boundary  question  in  1839-40. 

163  Major  General  M.  C.  Johnstone  served  with  the  27th  Begt.  in  the  Kaffir  wan  of  1834  35 
and  1846-47  (Medal).  I 

164  Major  General  Meade  served  with  the  88th  in  the  Peninsula  in  the  oampaigna  of  1811 J 
12,  13,  and  14,  including  the  battle  of  Fnentea  d'Onor,  siege  of  Badajos  in  1811,  battle  ofl

de  Pueria,  end  Mooasterio;  battles  of  Salamanca.  Yittoria,  NiveUe,  and  Nive  (for  which  ha{ 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Cl88p^);  and  aiege  of  San  Sebastian.  Served  also 
during  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

167  Major  General  Macarthur  was  present  as  an  Ensign  in  the  60th  at  the  battle  of  Comnnik 
He  afterwards  served  with  the  39th  in  Sicily,  and  again  in  Spain,  where  he  waa  engaged  with 
the  enemy  at  Yittoria,  in  the  Pyrenees,  at  the  NiveUe  and  the  Nive,  at  Bayonne,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse,  and  where  he  also  served  on  the  personal  staff  of  the  late  Lt-Gen.  Sir  Bobert 
0*CaUagfaan.  He  accompanied  his  rej^ent  from  Bourdeaux  to  Canada,  and  afcerwarda  served 
with  it  in  the  Army  of  Occopation  in  France.

168  Major  General  MacddWall  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  HoUand  with  the  52nl, 
including  the  actious  at  Merxem  snd  bombardment  of  Antwerp. 

169  Major  General  Heiy  served  in  the  West  Indies  with  the  69th  Begiment  in  1801  and 
1802,  and  subsequently  with  the  57  th  Begiment  on  the  Cuast  of  Africa,  aud  in  Gibraltar  dunng  the 
Plague,  joined  Lord  Hill's  divuion  in  the  Peninsula  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  batile  of 
Bosaoo,  in  the  actions  of  Pombal  and  Bedinha,  the  first  siege  of  Badajoi,  battle  of  Albahcra — 
where  he  was  twice  wounded,  and  held  the  command  of  the  Begiment  after  that  action  ;  battles 
of  the  Pyrenees,  NiveUe,  Nive,  that  before  Bayonne  on  the  13th  Dec.  1818,  and  Orthea  t  afiaini 
of  Peraohe,  Aire,  and  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Sailed  for  Canada  at  the  oondnaioa  of| 
this  war  ;  returned  after  the  peace  with  America,  landing  at  Ostend  ;  marched  to  Paris,  ani 
served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  untU  the  breaking  up  of  that  force.  He  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

170  Maior  General  Bowers  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

171  M^or  General  Arnanid  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  llth,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Busaco  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Glaaps. 

172  Major  General  Towers  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  7th  Hossara. 

17^  Sir  Bobert  Garrett  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  6th  Division  in  1811,  and  with  the 
4th  Division  in  1812  and  13,  and  was  present  in  aU  the  actions,  sieges,  and  smaUer  albirs  m. 
which  those  two  Divisions  were  respectively  engaged,  from  Fuentes  d*Onor  in  May  1811,  imtil 
the  end  of  1813,  when  he  was  sent  to  England  for  recovery  from  his  wounds.  He  reoeivcd  two 
wounds  at  the  attack  of  the  Forts  at  Salamanca,  on  which  occasion  the  command  of  the  JA^t 
Company  of  the  Queen's  and  some  ArtiUery  devolved  upon  him,  he  beiufr  tlie  only  anrviving 
officer  of  the  column  he  attacked  with;  and  he  waa  again  severely  wounded  in  the  Pyreneca. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Yittoria,  and 
Pyrenees.  Served  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopolin  1854-55  (Biedal  and  Clasp,  KCB,^  Officer  ol 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  aod  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

174  Major  G^eral  T.  M.  Williams  previously  to  entering  the  Army  served  five  years  aa  Mid- 
ahipman  in  Uie  Navy,  and  waa  engaged  in  the  attack  of  the  French  Fleet  by  Admiral  Comwallia  on 
the  21st  Aug.  1805.  Assisted  in  the  disembarkation  of  the  British  Army  in  Portugal  in  Aug.  1808, 
and  at  iu  embarkation  during  and  after  the  battle  of  Coruuna  in  1809.  Accompanied  Xbm 
expedition  to  Waloheren  the  same  year,  and  served  in  the  squadron  of  gun-bo|kts  in  the  BcheUl 
covering  the  disembarkation  of  the  army,  and  at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  the  fortreasee 
of  Ter  vere,  Bamakins,  and  Flushing.  Landed  with  a  division  of  sailors  on  the  Island  of 
South  Baveland,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Bats,  and  at  the  subsequent  defence  and 
repulse  of  ^e  enemy  in  their  repeated  efforts  to  repossess  themselves  of  that  important  poet ; 
also  in  ireqoent  gun-boat  actions  co-operating  with  the  army  during  their  evaenatioa  of  thoee 
ulands  in  1810.  He  quitted  the  Navy  and  entered  the  Army  in  Feb.  1811,  and  Joined  the  4«h 
Begt.  in  Portugal  in  August  of  the  same  year,  and  served  in  that  corps  and  the  77th,  into  which 
he  was  promoted  from  that  period,  to  the  termination  of  that  war  in  1814,  without  being  a  day 
absent  from  his  Begt  He  was  present  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoa,  at  the  operatioiit 
on  the  Bidasaoa  and  Adour,  and  affiiirs  at  Sl  Jean  de  Luz,  and  at  the  Mayor's  Houae  in  froat 
of  Bidart  in  Dee,  1813,  aod  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.

1  Lord  Harrington  wai  employed  in  Sonth  America  in  1807,  and  wai  present  at  tha  attack 
on  Baenoe  Ay  res.  Served  also  in  the  Mahratta  war  of  1517  aad  18,  including  the  baule  of 
Maheidpore,  and  stormineof  Talneir.    Is  a  Commander  of  the  Sariour  of  Greece. 

2  Sir  Joim  Morfllyon  Wilson  eerred  as  Midshipman  in  the  Navy  for  nearly  six  years.  Ue 
wai  employed  on  tiie  coait  of  Ireland  ddring  the  rebellion  in  1798  ;  in  the  expedition  to  the 
Helder  in  1799,  and  I^ypt  in  1801,  where  he  received  a  medal  from  the  Capitan  Pasha  for 
having  saved  the  lives  of  a  boat's  crew  belonging  to  a  Turkish  man-of-war.  He  received  three 
wounds  while  a  Midshipman  ;  and  the  last  was  a  severe  wound  on  the  head,  whidi  prodnosd 
total  deafness,  in  consequence  of  which  he  was  invalided,  and  quitted  the  Kavy  in  180S.  His 
health  being  restored,  he  entered  the  Army  in  1804;  and  served  in  the  third  Battalion  Royals  at 
Waloheren  in  1809,  where  he  was  twice  wounded  during  the  siege  of  Flushing.  He  afterwards 
served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  in  the  battles  of  Busaoo,  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Totra 
Yedras,  and  at  the  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeiza,  Casal  Nova,  Fos  d'Aronoe,  and  Sabogal, 
the  blockade  of  AlmeUa,  and  battle  of  Fuentes  d*Onor.  In  1812  he  joined  the  2nd  Battalion 
Boyals  in  Canada,  and  was  in  the  attack  made  on  Sackett's  Harbour,  and  Great  Sodoa  (where 
he  received  a  severe  bayonet  wonnd;.  He  was  also  in  the  actions  at  Black  Bock,  Buffalo^  and 
the  batde  of  Chippewa,  in  which  he  received  seven  wounds,  and  being  left  on  the  field  of  battk, 
he  HsU  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Dnrine  his  career  in  the  two  professions  he  received 
thirteen  wounds,  and  has  two  balls  still  lodged.  The  brevet  rank  of  Major,  and  that  of  lira- 
tenant-Colonel  was  conferred  upon  him  for  his  conduct  at  Buiialo  and  Chippewa.  Sir  John  hss 
leoeived  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Busaco  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

3  Colonel  the  Honourable  Frederick  M.  Cathcart  served  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Commander 
of  the  Forces  in  the  expedition  sent  to  the  North  of  Germany  in  1805-6  under  General  Lord 
Catfioart;  and  on  the  expedition  sent  to  the  Island  of  Rugen  in  the  Baltic,  to  co-operate  with 
the  King  of  Sweden  in  1807;  and  subsequently  in  the  same  year  at  the  siege  and  capture  of 
Copenhagen,  on  which  occasion,  being  sent  homo  with  the  despatches,  he  was  promoted  to  a 
Troop  in  the  25th  Light  Dragoons.  He  continued  to  serve  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Lord  Cathcsrt 
daring  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  1814  in  Germany  and  France,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Lutsen  3rd  May,  Bantaen  20th  and  2 1st  May,  Dresden  28th  Aug.,  Leipsio  16th,  18th,  and 
19th  Oct  1813,  Brienne  Ist  Feb.,  Fere  Champenoise  25th  March,  and  capture  of  Paris  31st 
March  1814.  In  1815  he  was  also  employed  in  the  same  capacity  at  the  head-qnartera  of  the 
Allied  Army  ander  Marahal  Prince  Sohwartzenberg.  Is  a  Knight  2nd  Class  of  St.  Anne  of 
Russia. 

4  Colonel  Riddlesden  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Horse  Guards  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medsl  with  two  Clasps. 
He  served  also  the  Waterioo  campaign. 

5  Colonel  Stopford-Blair  served  on  the  expedition  to  Sonth  America  in  1807.  The 
campaign  of  1815,  induding  the  battles  of  Qoatre  Bras  and  Waterloo  (received  a  contvsioB), 
and  capture  of  Paris. 

7  Major-General  Duncan  Cameron  served  the  Rastem  campugn  of  1854-55;  oommanded 
the  42nd  Regiment  at  the  battle  of  Alma,  and  the  Highland  Brigade  at  the  battle  of 
Balakava,  on  the  expedition  to  Kertcb,  siege  and  fall  of  SebastopoU  and  assault  on  the  outworks 
18th  Jnne  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  Sardinian  MedaL  aad  3id 
Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

8  Colonel  Richardson-Robertson  served  in  South  Africa,  in  command  of  the  sucoeasfal 
expedition  against  the  insurgent  Emigrant  Boers,  beyond  the  Orange  River,  in  1845.  Also 
as  Brigadier,  and  in  command  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards  in  the  Kaffir  campaign  of  1846-7 
(HedJandCB.) 

9  Major-General  Straubeniee  served  the  campaign  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  1834.  In 
the  action  of  Maharajpore  (Medal)  on  29th  Dec.  1843,  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the 
39th  Regt  Served  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  in  1855,  and  commanded  the  Ist  Brigade  Light 
Difision  at  the  at«anlt  of  the  Redan  on  the  8th  Sept— wounded  (Medal  and  Clasps  CJ3.,  OiBctf 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie).  Commanded  the 
Troops  throuehont  the  operations  in  China  in  1857  (^KCB.). 

10  C<donel  w.  G.  Gold  served  in  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  with  the  53rd,  incladiiv  the 
battles  of  Boddiwal,  Aliwal  and  Sobraon  (wounded),  in  the  first  of  which  he  commanded  the 
Regiment :  Medal  and  one  Clasa 

11  Major-General  Hon.  A.  A.  Spencer  served  throughout  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-56,  and 
commanded  the  44th  Regt  at  the  nattles  of  Ahna  and  Inkerman,  siege  of  Sebastopol,  and  awir*' 
■ad  ocoapation  of  the  Cemetery  and  Suburbs  on  the  1 8th  Jnne — wounded.  Servedas  Brigadiet^ 
Ganeral,  and  oommanded  the  let  Brigade,  4th  Division,  in  support  in  the  right  attack  cm  the 
assault  of  tha  Redan,  and  fidl  of  Sebastopol  on  8th  Sept,  and  subsequently  oonmaaded  the 
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at  Kioge  in  1807 1  with  the  expedition  to  Sweden,  and  afterwards  to  Portugal  and  Spain,  under 
Sir  John  Moore  in  1808-9,  inolading  the  action  at  Lugo,  and  bailie  of  Coraooa.  On  like 
expedition  to  Walcberen  in  1809.  Served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15  in  France  and 
Flanders  with  Uie  7Ut,  including  the  affair  of  Tarbes,  and  battles  of  Touloase  and  Waterloo, 
at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  thigh  by  a  grape-shot.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Corunna  and  Tonlouse. 

28  Colonel  Le  Meeorier  served  in  the  24th  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
in  1806.  In  1811,  he  Joined  the  2nd  Battali'>n  in  the  Peninsula,  where  he  served  until  the  end 
of  tiiat  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  sieges  of  Ciudad  Bodrigo,  Badfjoz,  battles  of  SaU- 
manoa,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees, Eoh alar,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes  (severely  contused);  and  in  the  several 
affairs  on  the  banks  of  the  Donrdogne  in  front  of  Bordeaux,  being  on  continual  advance  gaard 
when  that  part  of  the  army  was  moving  forward  on  Angoulime.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal,  with  four  Clasps. 

29  Colonel  John  Swinburn  served  with  the  43rd  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807;  tlte 
campaign  of  1808  in  Portugal, — ^wounded  in  the  head  on  the  retreat  to  Vigo.  Subsequent 
campaigns  in  the  Peninsula  until  1812,  including  the  action  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Fuentei 
d*Ouor,  action  of  Sabugal,  battle  of  Basaco,  retreat  to  and  occupation  of  the  Lines  of  Torrec 
Vedra<,  subsequent  aovanoe  in  pursuit  of  Massena,  and  actions  of  Pombal  and  Bedbha— 
wounded  in  the  hip.  Joined  the  army  at  Toulouse  in  April  1814.  Present  at  New  Orlesos 
in  Jan.  1815.  Sabsequently  joined  the  Duke  of  Welllngcon's  army  at  Brussels,  was  preaent 
at  the  capture  of  Paris,  and  remained  with  the  Army  of  Oooopation  until  the  end  of  1818.  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasiw  for  Bnsaoo  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

30  Colonel  Thomas  Kelly  served  with  the  late  26th  Lt  Dragoons  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  Carib  war  in  St  Viaoent.  He  afterwards  accompanied  his  Kegt  to  Portugal  sad 
nrom  thence  to  E^pt — the  Tranaport  in  which  he  embarked  was  attacked  by  a  Spanish  gaor 
boat,  which,  after  a  sharp  conflict,  was  beaten  off.  He  served  at  the  siege  of  Abonkir  Caatle, 
with  the  dismounted  part  of  his  Begt.  He  was  also  present  in  the. action  of  the  21at  March 
1801,  and  in  the  affair  of  the  advance  of  the  army  to  the  westward  of  Alexandria  under  Sir 
Eyre  Coote.  He  was  wounded  in  a  night  attack  on  the  enemy's  outposts  on  the  25th  Aug.

31  Colonel  Boss  served  with  the  92nd  Highlanders  the  campaigns  of  1811, 12, 13,  and  14, 
Including  the  actions  of  Arroyo  de  Molino,  taking  of  Almaraa,  in  the  affairs  with  the  oovehog 
army  during  last  aiege  of  Badsjos,  advance  to  and  retreat  from  Madrid,  defence  of  Alba  de 
Tonnes,  battle  of  Vittoria,  affairs  in  the  valley  of  Bastan,  affair  at  the  pass  of  Haya«  battlea 
of  the  Pyrenees,  wounded  in  the  left  leg  by  a  musket- ball ;  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  John 
Buehan  at  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive,  taking  the  Heights  of  La  Coata,  battle 
of  Orthes,  action  at  Aire,  battles  of  Toulouse,  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  92ad 
Highlanders,  iDoludlng  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras — wounded  in  the  left  foot  ky  a  mosket-balli 
and  battle  of  Waterloo, — wounded  in  the  right  arm  by  a  musket-baU,  and  oaptore  of  Psha 
Ue  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

32  Colonel  During  served  in  the  Peninsula  during  the  Corunoa  campaign,  and  snbis* 
ouently  firom  the  latter  part  of  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of 
Uorunna,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  fas« 
received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

33  Colonel  Harrison  served  in  the  Peninsula  f^om  Jan.  1810  to  Sept.  1814,  and  wai 
present  at  Cadis,  Isla,  and  Tarifa. 

34  Colonel  Wright  aerved  in  Spain  firom  1st  Jan.  1810,  to  the  31st  Deo.  1S12,  indad- 
ing  the  defSenee  of  Cadis,  Fort  Bfatagorda,  and  Tarifa. 

dfi  Major-GcDeral  Trollope  commanded  the  troopa  in  the  Island  of  Cephalonlain  1848, 1849, 
and  1860.  In  August,  1848,  the  towns  of  Argostoli  and  Lixurl  were  attacked  by  armed 
BanditU,  who  were  repulsed  by  the  troops  with  loss  on  both  sides.  In  1849  the  Isukod  waa 
disturbed  by  armed  Insuraents, — martial  law  was  proclaimed,  which  remained  in  force  for  aii 
weeks,  and  was  carried  Into  effect  by  him:  received  the  thanlu  of  the  Qoeen,  and  of  ths 
Legislature  of  the  Ionian  Islands,  and  was  voted  a  sword  by  the  inhahitants  or  Cephalonis. 
Served  the  Eastern  campaign  firum  10th  Nov.  1854,— from  the  12th  Nov.  until  July,  1855,  ss 
Colonel  on  the  staff,  he  commanded  the  1st  Brigade  2nd  Division;  on  31st  July  he  waa  Gasetted 
Brigadier-GeneraL  and  commanded  2nd  Brigade  3rd  Division  from  that  date  until  the  army 
was  broken  up.  Cooamanded  in  the  trenches  as  General  of  the  Day,  Bight  attack,  oa  three 
•eparate  occasions  when  sorties  were  made  upon  them  snd  repulsed,  and  was  prt^sent  on  all 
other  occasions  when  the  2nd  Division  was  employed,  including  the  8th  and  18cU  Jane,— oa 
the  fbrmer  to  command  of  the  Old  Guard,  and  on  the  latter  in  command  of  live  Begimento;  co 
the  8th  Sept.  he  was  in  command  of  2ud  Brigade  In  reserve  with  the  3rd  Dlvivlon  (Medal  and 
Clasps,  CB„  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Clasa  iif  the  Medjidie).

181S* 
aeain  from  June  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war,  ineloding  the  whole  of  the  retreat  to  the  linet  of 
'J\irret  Vedrai ;  battle  of  Busaco  ;  the  advance  from  the  lines  to  Qnarda  i  first  aiese  of 
Baflajoz  i  siege  and  storm  of  Ciadad  Bodrigo ;  siege  and  storm  of  Badi^os )  batue  of 
8alaman<'a  )  capture  of  Madrid,  and  sobseqaent  retreat  through  Spain  ;  battles  of  NiTeUe,  Nivt, 
Via,  Tarbes,  Orthes,  and  Toulonse,  and  the  whole  of  the  Tarioos  minor  aflhhrs  during  that 
period.

Served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  including  the  action  at  Merzem,  bombardment  of 
Antwerp,  and  storming  of  Bergt-n-op-Zoom.  Engaged  in  the  Bormese  war  at  the  attaok  of 
Fadowa  Pais  and  the  fortified  positions  of  Mahatee  ;  storming  the  stoekadei  and  hills  near,  and 
taking  tho  town  and  works  of  Arracan.

119  Colonel  Mitford  was  employed  on  the  coast  of  Sy'iA  during  the  whole  of  the  operatioiia 
against  the  Egyptians  ;  he  landed  and  served  with  the  Battalion  at  the  Camp  d'Jonni,  and  was 
present  at  the  ^mbardment  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.  He  has  been  presented  with  a  Medal  from 
the  Sultan,  and  has  the  War  Sledal  with  one  Clasp. 

120  Colonel  James  Watson  served  with  the  14th  Begt  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Bhni- 
pore  in  1825-26  (Medal).

47  Major  William  Ford  (Royal  Marines)  served  at  the  island  of  Anholt,  and  at  Ifylwrg^,  In 
1811 ;  and  he  was  at  the  capture  of  three  Danish  luggers  from  under  the  batteries.  Has  rccelfad 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

48  Major  Hewett  served  blockading  the  French  fieet  off  Brest,  Rochefort,  and  Ferrol,  ant 
was  severely  wonnded  in  the  action  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain  89od  July

In  virtue  of  his  rank  of  Lt.-Col.  in  the  Turkish  Service  be  received  the 
Order  of  Companion  of  the  Bath  and  that  of  4tb  Class  of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  Has  also 
received  the  Victoria  Cross. 

205  Captain  Phelipe  served  in  the  Bastem  campaign  of  1854,  including  the  battle  of 
Alma  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps). 

206  Captain  King  served  the  Bastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  including  the  affairs  of  Bul- 
ganae and  M'Kenxie's  Farm,  battles  of  Alma,  Balaldava,  and  Inlcerman,  siege  and  fall  of 
Scbaatopol,  repalia  of  the  swtie  on  the  26th  Oct.  1854,  and  was  Aide-de-Csmp  to  General

0  Major^General  Lewis's  services :— campaign  in  Naples  and  Calabria  in  1805  and  1806, 
including  the  battle  of  Maida  and  siege  of  Scylla  Castle.  Capture  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in 
the  Bay  of  Naples,  in  Aug.  1809;  and  siege  of  the  Castle  of  Ischia.  Siege  of  the  Fort  at 
Santa  Maura  in  1810.  Campaign  of  1813  in  the  Peninsula;  wounded  at  the  assault  of  the 
breach  of  St.  Sebastian — lost  the  left  leg  above  the  knee.  He  has  received  the  Silver  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Maida  and  St.  Sebastian. 

10  Sir  Frederick  Smith  served  in  1800  at  the  siege  of  the  castle  of  Ischia  and  the  cap- 
ture of  that  Island  and  Procida  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  also  at  the  capture  of  Zaufce  and 
Cephalonia.  In  1810,  in  the  action  before  the  investment  of  the  fortress  of  Santa 
Maura  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quarter  Master  General,  and  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  the 
Fortress  as  an  Officer  of  Royal  Engineers. 

1 1  Major-General  Oldfield  served  in  North  America  in  1 807-8  and  9.  In  Holland  and  the 
Netherlands  in  1814.  From  March  to  June  1815,  he  served  as  second  in  command  of  the 
Engineer  Department  in  tlie  Netherlands — as  Brigade- Major  to  the  corps  of  Royal  Engi- 
neers in  the  Netherlands  and  France,  from  March.  1815,  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  Army 
of  Occupation  in  December  1818  :  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capitulation  of 
Paris.    Was  Commanding  Royal  Engineer  in  the  Canadas  from  1839  to  1343. 

12  Major-General  Blanshard  served  at  the  blockade  of  Bayonne,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 
Afterwards  on  the  American  Coast,  and  was  Commanding  Engineer  at  the  taking  of  Wash- 
ington, the  operations  and  engagement  before  Baltimore,  the  field  operations  and  engage- 
ment before  New  Orleans,  and  the  taking  by  assault  the  lines  and  batteries  on  the  rigiit 
bank  of  the  Mississippi.  He  was  also  employed  in  the  capture  of  Fort  Bowyer,  and  joined 
in  Belgium  on  the  22nd  June  1815  on  the  March  to  Paris. 

13  MajorGeneral  Ward  served  with  the  army  in  Sicily  in  1811  and  12;  was  present 
at  the  action  of  Castalla,  attack  of  Denia,  and  siege  of  Tarragona  in  1813;  serv«l  with 
the  arm;  in  the  Netherlands  in  1814. 

14  Sir  Harry  Jones  served  in  the  expedition  to  W^alcheren  in  1809.  Also  the  cam- 
paigns of  1 8 1 0, 1 1 ,  12, 13,  and  14,  including  the  actions  and  sieges  of  Cadiz, Tarragona  ( 1 81 1 ), 
Badajoz  (1812),  Vittoriu,  St.  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidasnoa,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Bayoone. 
Wounded  leading  the  Forlorn  Hope  at  the  first  assault  of  St.  Sebastian.  He  baa  received 
the  Silver  War  Medal  with  five  Ciasps.  In  Feb.  1815  joined  the  army  under  General 
Lambert  in  Dauphin  Island ;  by  the  return  of  an  American  Flag  of  Truce,  waa  sent  to 
New  Orleans  on  a  special  duty :  landed  at  Ostend  18th  June  1815.  Appointed  Com- 
manding Engineer  in  charge  of  the  fortifications  on  Montm&tre,  after  the  entrance  of  the 
British  troops  into  Paris,  in  1815;  appointed  a  Commiesioner  to  the  Prussian  Army  of 
Occupation  in  1816.  Appointed  a  Brigadier- General  for  particular  service  in  the  Baltic 
in  1854,  and  commanded  the  British  forces  at  the  siege  operations  against  fiomanand, 
in  the  Aland  Isles  (Baltic  Medal),  and  for  his  services  in  the  Baltic  was  promoted  M^ioiw 
General.  Appointed,  10th  February,  to  command  the  Royal  Engineers  in  the  Eastern 
campaign  of  1855,  which  be  retained  until  the  fail  of  Sebastopol ;  waa  wounded  in  the 
forehead  by  spent  grape-shot  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasp,  KCB,f  Commaader 
Ist  Class  of  the  Military  Order  of  Savoy,  and  2nd  Class  of  the  Me4jidie).  Formed  one  of 
the  Council  of  War  held  in  Paris  in  January  1856,  when  he  received  the  Crosa  of  Com- 
mander of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

16  Major  General  Ord  served  in  Spain  during  1810, 11, 12, 13,  and  ona-half  of  1814, 
including  the  sieges  of  Cadii  and  Tarragona. 

17  Major  General  Savage  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  the 
war,  including  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 

19  Colonel  Bolton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

20  Colonel  Wright  was  wounded  by  a  musket- ball  through  the  thigh,  12th  Oct.  1821,  at 
Zante,  in  an  attack  made  by  the  Greeks  upon  a  Turkish  man-of-war. 

23  Colonel  Montgomery  Williams  served  in  the  Kaffir  campaigns  of  1834-5  under  Sh 
Benjamin  D*Urban  (Medal). 

24  Colonel  Foster  was  actively  employed  in  Canada  during  the  rebellion  in  1837,  8, 
and  9;  and  was  favourably  noticed  in  the  Dispatches  of  the  Commander  of  the  Foreea,  and 
upon  the  special  recommendation  of  Sir  John  Colbome  received  for  hia  servioea  the  Brevet 
rank  of  Major. 

25  Colonel  Alex.  Gordon  served,  as  senior  officer,  in  Demerara,  during  the  Inaoncetion 
of  the  Negroes,  in  1823  and  1824.  He  was  mentioned  in  General  Orders,  andrecelTcd  the 
thanks  of  the  Court  of  Policy  of  the  United  Colony  of  Demerara  and  Esaequlbo* 

26  Colonel  Marlow  was  commanding  Royal  Engineer  at  the  storming  of  Kawiti's  Pab  at 
Owrawai  in  New  Zealand  on  the  1st  July  1845,  and  the  subsequent  destruction  of  the 
same.  AUo  at  the  burning  of  Arctua's  Pah,  and  at  the  storming  of  Kawiti's  Pah  on  the 
1 1th  Jan.  1846 ;  for  these  services  he  received  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major. 

27  Col.  Walpole  commanded  the  Royal  Engineers  on  the  eaatem  frontier  of  tke  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846-7,  waa  twice  wounded  on  the  8tb  Jane  1846 
(Medal  and  Brevet  Major). 
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409         War  Semce9  qf  the  Offi^iern  of  th$  H^fU  Engineen. 

Mcompanied  the  overUmi  ezp^ditioQ  to  Port  Nat»l,  ftiid  eomiMixM  tbe  lUiyal  Sagiaten 
daring  all  th«  operations  connected  with  the  capture  of  that  eettleipent  in  Ifajand  Jaaa 
1843.  Served  the  Baitern  campaign  of  1854-65|  including  tbe  siege  of  ^liaatopol  (Medal 
and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie).

DUTIES  AND  ORGANIZATION. 

The  Commissariat  are  charged  with  the  following  duties : — In  the  Field  they  have  custody  si 
the  Military  Chest,  and  provide  and  pay  for  everything  necessary  for  the  subsistence  and  irwst^ 
port  of  an  army.    On  stations  abroad,  they  have  charge  of  the  Military  Chests,  negotiate  Bills  of 
fspplyy  and  receive  all  surplus  moneys  from  the  public  departments,  as  also  moneys  for  remit* 
tance  to  England.    They  nuke  advances  to  Regimental  Paymasters  on  account  of  the  Paj  of  the 
Troops,  and  to  the  Heads  of  the  Ordnance  and  Naval  Departments,on  account  of  tli«lrr«apecti«<. 
services.    They  pay  in  detail  the  Staff,  all  money  allowances  and  contingencies ;  also  ibe  Half- 
Pay  and  retired  allowances,  Chelsea  Pensions,  Widows'  Pensions,  Compassionate  anowanccSyaaJ 
Naval  Pensions,  dec,  to  all  persons  resident  at  the  several  stations.    They  contnei  and  pay  Ut 
Provisions  required  on  the  spot  for  the  supply  of  the  Troops,  and  for  land  and  water  transport. 
In  the  West  Indies  they  pay  in  detail  the  Assistant  Commissioners  and  Stipendiary  Magistraic* 
under  the  Provisions  of  the  Slave  Compensation  Act :  at  some  stations  they  perform  thr  dstMi 
of  Naval  Agents.    In  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Jamaica,  they  pay  the  Eeeleslaatleal  BatabUsb- 
ments,  and  at  the  former  they  have  the  custody  and  issue  of  Indian  Presents,  and  charge  of  the 
Locks  and  Collection  of  the  Tolls  on  the  canals  connected  with  the  St.  lAwrenoe.    In  AustnJia. 
they  supply  Provisions,  Clothing,  and  Stores,  of  all  descriptions  for  convict  services.  Thsj  eater 
into  contracts  for  Ordnance  Stores,  Building  Materials,  &c.,  on  the  spot,  and  provide  and  pay  for 
supplies  for  Army  Hospitals,  superintend  i&e  issue  of  provisions,  forage,  foci,  and  U^t  ta  Viad 
made  by  Contractors,  and  issue  such  articles  of  Provision  as  are  sent  out  for  the  aaa  of  tks 
Troops  from  England.    Tlieir  duties  are  blended  with  the  Army,  Ordnancey  Navy,  aad  naay 
other  branches  of  the  public  service.  They  are  under  the  orders  of  and  responsible  for  the  exvca 
tion  of  their  duties  to  the  General  or  Officers  commanding  at  the  various  stations,  and  vttek%e 
their  instructions  from  the  War  Department.

26  Qoarter- Master  John  Hall  served  the  Egyptian  eempaign  of  1801.  Alec  in  the  Pminsola, 
and  has  received  the  War  Medal  irith  two  Clasps  for  Egypt  and  Salamanca.

Kants. — 1  Lieut.-Col.  Bumaby  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Waterloo. 

2  Colonel  Shaw  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Artillery;  Joined  the  Army  there 
on  the  retreat  from  Burgos,  and  was  attached  to  the  18-pounder  Brigade,  or  Battering  T^nain. 
After  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  formed  a  park  of  172  pieces  of  artillery,  captured  in  that  action, 
Sensed  during  the  whole  of  the  Siege  of  St.  Sebastian ;  was  engaged  at  the  crossing  of  the  Bidasaoa.

He 
was  sent  home  with  duplicate  Dispatches  of  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  the  capture  of  Astoiga  kj 
the  Spaniards ;  and  with  the  Dispatches  of  Vera  and  the  entrance  of  the  army  into  Franoa.  la  Jaa. 
1814,  being  desiroiis  of  obtaining  a  practical  knowledge  of  Regimental  duty  in  the  field,  he  left  the 
Duke  of  Wellington's  Staff  to  join  the  first  battalion  of  his  R^,  the  53nd  Light  Infantry,  and  was 
present  with  it  in  the  battle  of  Orthes,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  chest  by  a  musket- 
ball,  which  has  never  been  extracted.
